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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest an apparatus for localized liquid treatment including a first 
and a second supply system for supplying a liquid and a gaseous tensio-active 
substance, respectively, wherein the first and the second supply system are positioned 
in such a way that the liquid is not contacting the second part of the substrate by 
forming a boundary between the first and the second part of the substrate as defined in 
claim 22. 

5. The closest prior art Kunze-Concewltz (5,964,952) discloses a first supply 
system to supply liquid on a first part and a second supply system to supply gaseous 
substance to a second part and the second part is adjacent to the first part (col.2, lines 
8-20. col.6, lines 46-61 , figure 12). 

Kunze-Concewitz does not teach or suggest the supplied liquid is inhibited from 
the second part by fomiing boundary between the first and the second part of the 
substrate as defined in the claim 22.
